The Board of Selectmen was very busy during 
the year of 1982 with the sale of two schools, lease 
of one school and the extension of a water main to 
the Appletree Lane area. 

At the annual election in May, Mr. Alan D. 
Rockwood did not run for re-election. The Board 
welcomed new member William T. Hamilton. At the 
organizational meeting, Mr. Frank A. Farinacci was 
elected chairman and Mr. Clement Boragine was 
elected clerk. 

The Board was deeply saddened by the pass- 
ing of Mrs. Jeanne E. Hamilton, wife of our newly 
elected member, William T. Hamilton. Again, the 
Board was deeply saddened by the passing of Bette 
Oulton, our Administrative Secretary. 

The old Stone School was razed and the new 
Stone School was remodeled as a new Town Hall. 
Dedication ceremonies were held in early spring 
with Governor King attending. 

On the heels of Town Counsel Philip Macchi’s 
resignation, Town Meeting voted to change the po- 
sition of legal counsel to legal services. The Board 
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engaged the law firm of Kopelman and Paige with 
Mr. Leonard Kopelman representing the Town. 

The entire Conservation Commission resigned 
with the exception of Mr. William T. Hamilton, a 
regular member, and Mrs. Donna Munafo, an associ- 
ate member. The Board promptly appointed a new 
commission, chaired by Dwight Perkins. 

Fire Chief Chester Donnell announced his re- 
tirement after fourty-four years of service. 

Deterioration of a section of North Street de- 
manded immediate repairs. The Board voted to re- 
tain this street to an 18 foot width since it is desig- 
nated as a “Scenic Route.” Drains were laid and a 
base course placed prior to year’s end. 

My thanks to Mrs. Lillian Gaita and Mrs. Jean 
Golden at the Selectmen’s Office for this assistance 
during the year. 

Many thanks to my fellow Board members 
who served well and helped me through my trying 
days with a special thanks to Clement Boragine 
who served as chairman during my illness and 
recovery. 


TOWN ADMINISTRATOR 


It is with a great deal of pleasure that | submit 
my fourth Annual Report as Town Administrator. 

As the Chief Executive Officer of the Town, this 
office is responsible for the day-to-day operation of 
most municipal departments. In addition, the town 
Charter places such functions as personnel, budget- 
ing and central purchasing within this Office. My 
Staff and | assist in processing information on mu- 
nicipal operation and implement the policy direc- 
tives of the Board of Selectmen, Sewer and Water 
Commissioners, Finance Committee and other elec- 
ted and appointed Committees and Boards. 

The year 1982 was a very active one for the 
Town in many different areas. The most significant 
and visible of the activities centered on the reuse of 
various municipal buildings. The new Town Hall 
(formerly the New Stone School) was rededicated 
on April 18, 1982. Approximately four hundred resi- 
dents were on hand to participate in the ceremonies 
which included an appearance by Governor Ed- 
ward J. King. The renovation costs totaled about 
$231,000. The new Town Hall has provided ex- 
panded space for municipal functions and has also 
allowed integration of the School Administration 
functions in the same building. It is anticipated that 
the centralized location of the many Town depart- 
ments will provide more efficient use of meeting 
and office spaces as well as improved interdepart- 
mental coordination. The move from the Old Town 
Hall and former School Administration offices went 
better than expected thanks to the cooperation of 
Municipal and School employees and the patience 
of Town residents. As the year ends, we are all 
beginning to feel comfortable in our “new” location 
and the list of minor alterations and adjustments is 
at a manageable level. 

Other activities relevant to Town-owned build- 
ings included: 


@ Conversion of the former Town Hall into a 
Police Station began in November and is ex- 
pected to be completed in the Summer of 1983 
at a cost of $576,000. 

e A large part of the Boyden School which was 
closed in June of 1981 was rented to the Mas- 
sasoit School for the Learning and Behavioral 
Dysfunctional Adolescents. The rental income 
of $36,000/year and the savings to the Town in 
terms of maintenance and utilities costs has a 
significantly positive impact on our finances. 
In addition, the Friends of Music, with permis- 
sion of the Board of Selectmen and School 
Committee, conducted a two-day tag sale in 
November to dispose of surplus school-related 
furniture and equipment which has accumu- 
lated over the past several years due to the 
closing of the four elementary schools. The 
sale was very successful and netted about 
$3,000 to be used in the support of School 
Department musical activities. 
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e |Inlate November, the Court Case blocking the 
sale of the Bird School to Washington Green 
Association for $434,482 was dropped thus 
removing the major obstacle preventing the 
consummation of the sale. Plans were made 
for a final closing in early 1983. 

e Legal actions brought by the unsuccessful 
bidder, Norfolk County Agricultural High 
School Board of Trustees prevented the sale 
of the Old Fisher School to the Old Fisher 
Trust for the amount of $131,000. The Town 
and designated developer has prevailed in all 
actions brought to date by the Trustees but 
the matter has been appealed to the Court of 
Appeal in Suffolk County where a hearing has 
yet to be scheduled. 


Another major development that took place in 
1982 was the major water system extension under- 
taken by Texaco, Inc. This project was necessitated 
by the environmental incident which occurred in 
1981, when a Texaco Service Station in Dover expe- 
rienced a gasoline leak in its underground storage 
tanks and, as a result, contaminated or threatened 
contamination of 69 homes in the Route 109- 
Appletree Subdivision area of North Walpole. This 
water system expansion required the laying of more 
than 2.5 miles of water mains, the installation of a 
booster pumping station and the required service 
connections. The overriding goal was to provide 
water service before the end of the year for all im- 
pacted residents who were forced to use bottled 
water for most domestic uses and had to contend 
with the health concerns and other inconveniences 
associated with such an incident. At the end of the 
year, 68 homes were serviced with Town water and 
only a private easement dispute prevented the final 
connection from being made. | believe this would 
be quite an accomplishment under normal circum- 
stances when one considers the fact that the project 
did not receive preliminary approval until June and 
construction did not begin until late August. What 
makes this effort even more amazing is the number 
and variety of parties involved in the process. 
Cooperation and the spirit of compromise were ne- 
cessary ingredients in the successful discussions 
between the residents, Sewer and Water Commis- 
sioners, Board of Selectmen, Board of Health, other 
Town Officials, Texaco, Inc., Town of Dover, Repre- 
sentative Town Meeting, a number of State agen- 
cies, State Legislature especially Representative 
Francis H. Woodward and the Governor, just to 
name the major participants. Despite different areas 
of concern and seemingly irreconcilable differen- 
ces, the undeniable need to help fellow residents 
prevailed. The one million dollar project paid for by 
Texaco, Inc. is not complete as restoration work 
and the sealing of wells remain to be done in 1983. 
This project was not without its flaws and mistakes 
but considering the effort required by those refer- 


enced above, the obstacles (both technical and pol- 
itical) that had to be overcome and the short time 
frame, this project is one in which | am proud to 
have participated in and am most appreciative of 
the many hours of work and effort put forth by all 
involved. 

After many years of discussion and stop-gap 
actions, the Town Meeting, upon recommendation 
by the Board of Selectmen, voted funds for the 
reconstruction of North Street from Fisher Street to 
Old North Street. This $180,000 project involved the 
installation of a new base and drainage system to 
correct structural deficiencies in the roadway. The 
Town voted to retain the current eighteen foot width 
of the roadway in keeping with the “country” aes- 
thetics of the area. Despite alate start resulting from 
adjustments to the design of the drainage system, 
an initial course of blacktop was putin place prior to 
the end of the year. 

This Office participated, at the Board of Se- 
lectmen’s request, on the Legal Services Study 
Committee which recommended changes in the 
provision of legal services and performed the initial 
screening of applicants for Town Counsel. During 
the year, thanks to the efforts of Mr. Philip Macchi, 
who serves as Town Counsel, Walpole was most 
successful in reducing the backlog of outstanding 
legal matters. In various court actions taking place 
this year, the Town either prevailed outright or 
settled the issue in the best interest of the Town. | 
look forward to working closely with Mr. Leonard 
Kopelman who was appointed Town Counsel in 
November by the Board of Selectmen, and am con- 
fident that legal issues will continue to be addressed 
in a timely and professional manner. 

This office also served, along with Fire Chief 
Donnell and the Selectmen James Ginley, on the Fire 
Chief Screening Committee to assist the Board of 
Selectmen in replacing Mr. Donnell who will be 
retiring in January 1983. To insure objectivity anda 
complete evaluation of all applicants, the Commit- 
tee established a process that included standard-

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ized testing, oral interviews, reference checks with a 
complete report submitted to the Board of Select- 
men. 

The Town has continued to pursue State and 
Federal grants with success. Some of the larger 
grants received include a Step Il Sewer Design 
grant for $300,000, Water Treatment Plant reim- 
bursement grant of $167,000, Water Distribution 
System grants totalling $318,000. The Town was 
unsuccessful in its application to the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Housing and Urban Development for mo- 
nies to make improvements to the Central Business 
District but will continue to seek grant opportunities 
for various municipally sponsored activities pro- 
posed for the revitalization of the Walpole Center. 

Labor relations and contract negotiations is an 
ongoing, time-consuming function of this Office. 
We are pleased to report that for the third straight 
year all labor contracts are current at the end of the 
year. This year a three-year contract was approved 
by the Town for both the Police and D.P.W. bargain- 
ing units. Both contracts were settled without ex- 
tensive use of third-party mediators. 

In contrast to the major service restrictions of 
1981, the current year reflected a stabilization of 
current finances and service levels at the reduced 
level mandated by Proposition 2’. Although total 
expenditures for the Town continued to drop be- 
cause of revenue restrictions, the impact of operat- 
ing budgets was minimal. All Departments worked 
to seek to minimize costs and still provide adequate 
service to the public with this Office seeking to 
assist whenever possible. The upcoming years will 
provide all of us with an ongoing challenge to 
“manage better with less.” 

In closing, | would again like to express my 
sincere appreciation to the Board of Selectmen, 
other Town Boards and public for the continued 
support and confidence placed in me this past year. 
Because of the calibre and dedication of my staff 
and all the other Town employees, | am looking 
forward to the challenges of the upcoming year. 


BOARD OF APPEALS 


The Board of Appeals acts under the author- 
ity given it by Chapter 40A of the General Laws of 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts as well as 
the Zoning By-Laws of the Town of Walpole. 

The Board of Appeals has jurisdiction over 
appeals from rulings of administrative officials of 
the Town made under the Zoning By-Laws. Cer- 
tain uses of premises require a Special Permit 
from the Board of Appeals. In addition, the Board 
of Appeals has authority with respect to particular 
premises to authorize a Variance from the terms 
of the applicable provision of the Zoning By-Laws 
in certain instances. These powers provide a local 
tribunal familiar with local problems. 

The Board acts only after a public hearing. 
Notice of the hearing must be published in a 
newspaper and also sent by mail to the petitioners 
and to the owners of all property deemed by the 


Assessors to be affected by the proceeding, in- 
cluding the abutters of the land in question and 
the owners of the land next adjoining the land of 
the abutters and to the various departments and 
the boards of the Town. The Board’s hearings are 
always public and any person, whether entitled to 
notice thereof or not, may appear in person, or by 
agent or by attorney. When the Board has reached 
a decision on any matter, the decision is reduced 
to writing and filed with the Town Clerk and Build- 
ing Inspector, and notice of the decision is given 
to the persons believed to be entitled to notice of 
the hearing. 

The Board consists of five regular members 
and three associate members. They meet on the 
first and third Wednesdays of the month in the 
Selectmen’s Meeting Room. 

In 1982 they held 87 public hearings.

POLICE DEPARTMENT 


The Walpole Police Department is once again 
pleased to provide the police activity statistics for 
the year 1983. 

The past year saw no drastic changes in the 
operation of the police department due to the con- 
straints placed upon it by Proposition 2%. Several 
new programs had been considered within the de- 
partment, such as a traffic and safety bureau and 
crime prevention officer, but due to the current pol- 
icy of level funding on all town budgets it would 
have been impossible to employ additional person- 
nel required. Hopefully, the economic climate will 
change so as to permit various new programs to be 
instituted. 

As in past years, training programs were made 
available to officers of the department both on a 
mandatory and a voluntary basis, the end result 
being increased knowledge and efficiency in the 
field of law enforcement. 

On July 4, 1982, Patrolman Harold M. Hope 
was appointed to the department to replace Pa- 
trolman John D. Griffith, Jr. who resigned to return 
as a patrolman with the Boston Police Department. 

All department personnel have contributed 
greatly toward the peace and security of our people 
and the community. We thank all the various town 
departments for their assistance and cooperation 
during the past year.

The Fire Alarm Maintenance continued this 
year with the usual box testing, pole line mainte- 
nance and repair, and radio servicing. The required 
circuit testing was performed on a daily basis and 
proper records were maintained of all tests and 
department operations. 

The Fire Alarm street box removal project con- 
tinued during the year. Two master fire alarm boxes 


for the Elderly apartments on Diamond Street and 


the Fire Alarm Maintenance building on Lincoln 


Road. 
During the year, the Fire Alarm Maintenance 


Department completed the move to new quarters 
on Lincoln Road. We now occupy the building at 
the former land-fill area. 


BOARD OF HEALTH 


Walpole saw the conclusion of its first major 
environmental incident with the new public water 
supply brought to the Appletree Lane area resi- 
dents. Hopefully, such occurrence won't repeat it- 
self. 

For the most part, Walpole remains a healthy 
town. Our share of illness is certainly no greater 
than our neighboring towns and less than many 
comparable communities in the Commonwealth. 

Much of the emphasis on Public Health has 
shifted from one of treatment to that of prevention. 
This makes sense when one considers the potential 
for epidemics due to a contaminated water supply 
or toxic substances in the atmosphere. 

Nineteen eighty-two was an active time for the 
State Hazardous Waste Division, Department of 
Environmental Management and the relationship 
with cities and town in attempting to site a hazard- 
ous waste treatment facility. Much like the regional 
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sanitary landfill, no one wants it in his town. Until we 
allow the siting of a hazardous waste treatment 
facility, unauthorized disposal or “midnight dump- 
ing” will continue to occur along our highways and 
into our streams and swamp lands. 

The Walpole restaurants continue to be regu- 
larly inspected by the Health Department and, in 
general, we can enjoy a meal out without the fear of 
food poisoning. For those persons who are sensi- 
tive to the so-called Chinese food syndrome, we 
suggest that you request that you don’t want M.S.G. 
Many people are sensitive to it, particularly the 
rather large doses commonly used in Chinese 
cooking. 

Our annual Flu and Pneumonia Clinics held in 
the fall were well attended. Once again, we applaud 
our very capable Visiting Nurses and the many who 
gave of their time to make this annual event such a 
great success.

Nineteen eighty-two marked the seventy-third 
year that public health services were delivered to 
the community by the Walpole Area Visiting Nurse 
Association. This year, the agency expanded its 
geographical service area through a merger with 
the Visiting Nurse Association of Dover, Medfield 
and Norfolk which had a comparable history of 
longevity in those communities. 

The results, at the end of this first successful 
year, show an increase in visits in all of the commun- 
ities now being served by the parent organization, 
The Walpole Area V.N.A. We feel that even though 
we are now bigger, we did not sacrifice any stand- 
ards in the quality of service rendered to our pa- 
tients. Because many months of careful planning 
went into every stage of the development of the 
larger organization, everyone, including the Board 
of Directors, the staff and even the patients were 
prepared enough to guarantee a smooth transition 
which resulted in a stronger, better organized 
agency which could afford to be more accessible to 
patients. We now have multi-disciplinary teams 
which include nurses, physical, speech and occu- 
pational therapists, medical social workers and 
home health aides. Most of the visits made by the 
above mentioned are paid for by medicare, medi- 
caid, insurance policies or by the patients them- 
selves. Some of the patients who have no insurance 
coverage and cannot afford to pay full fee are 
placed on a sliding scale or given free service. Our 
contributions from individuals and businesses allow 
us to provide a certain amount of this reduced fee or 
free service to patients in need. 

Our Public Health program of health mainte- 
nance and disease prevention continues to play an 
important role in our total organization. Our health 
promotion home visits are vital in order to maintain 
persons in their own homes. Without these nursing 
visits to patients who are either too ill or have no one 
to bring them to the doctor or Visiting Nurse Office, 
many of our patients might end up in the hospital or 
have to seek nursing home placement. Most of the 
patients in.the above categories are senior citizens. 


Other patients who are seen at home might be 
visited as a result of one of our screening clinics 
such as Diabetes, Hypertension or Cancer Screen- 
ing. Some might be follow-up visits necessitated by 
a positive T.B. test or other communicable disease 
contacts. 

We visit patients who request our services to 
assist them or their families in the proper referral of 
a patient with a mental disorder to the proper clini- 
cal facility or counselor who can best help that 
person. We work in cooperation with area mental 
health centers in maintaining some of these people 
at home. 

In 1982, we made 1263 Health Promotion visits 
to residents of Walpole. This is an increase of 19% in 
the Town of Walpole alone. Our total services in 
Walpole increased by 18.5%. 

We are available for office visits three mornings 
a week. Blood pressure monitoring, weight moni- 
toring, diet counseling, medication compliance, 
T.B. testing and other general health topics are the 
ingredients of an office visit. Office visits for health 
promotion purposes are, like home visits for the 
same purpose, free to residents of Walpole covered 
by our contract with the Town of Walpole. 

We also have a growing maternal and child 
health program which includes childbirth educa- 
tion classes and visiting newborns at home. 

We continue to maintain our working affilia- 
tions with local physicians, hospitals and various 
community organizations. We wish to thank them 
and others in the community, especially the town 
officials who chose our agency as a liaison between 
themselves and members of the community who 
had health needs to be fulfilled this year. We are 
grateful for the opportunity to give these patients 
the option to choose Home Care because Caring 
for you is our Commitment to you.

COUNCIL ON AGING 


The primary purpose of the Council on Aging is 
to identify, design, coordinate and provide services 
and programs for people age 60 and over. 

The Senior Center and the coordinator’s office 
are located in the new Town Hall. The Council is 
responsible for the day-to-day operation and all 
activities at the Center. 

Here at the center, the Nutrition Program, pro- 
vided by King Philip Elder Services and managed 
by Mrs. Conchita Geyer and her loyal volunteers, 
served 6,865 congregate and 6,849 home-delivered 
meals. King Philip also continues to provide legal 
services for the seniors as well as educational pro- 
grams for council members, staff, and the general 
public. 

The Senior Citizen’s group meets at the Center 
the second Sunday of the month at 2:00 p.m. and all 
Seniors are welcomed to attend. These meetings 
offer socialization and education on timely topics 
related to Senior interest. 

This year there has been a decided increase in 
the number of Seniors using the center for services 
— an unduplicated count of 825. The area also is 
used for a variety of programs. Weekly health main- 
tenance clinics are held by the Visiting Nurses. The 
Federal surplus commodities were distributed to all 
eligible citizens and the Fuel assistance program is 
made available to all eligible regardless of age. The 
center was also used by the Visiting Nurses for the 
Flu Clinic. 
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Transportation is crucial for many Seniors. Our 
eight-year-old van is on the road only through 
super efforts by Mr. Bennett Gove and his faithful 
crew. Presently, the Friends of the Council are ac- 
tively engaged in a drive to raise money for a new 
van. For the year, the total van miles were 10,056; 
number of passengers 4,290. 

The Friends are also responsible for our Monthly 
Newsletter, printed by the Walpole School Depart- 
ment. We are most grateful to Walpole Merchants 
for their support to enable the council to inform our 
2,400 Senior Citizens. 

The Council and our Seniors are fortunate for 
the presence of our coordinator, Mrs. Barbara 
Foley, at the center for five hours daily. Her respon- 
sibilities are ever-increasing and her dedication for 
the welfare of all our seniors is outstanding. Messrs. 
Lee and Baldadonis, part-time van drivers (who al- 
ternate weeks driving) are loyal and concerned for 
their passengers. Mrs. Lucy Beaudet is our invalua- 
ble secretary giving more than her ten hours a 
month. Through King Philip Elder Services, we also 
employ a Senior Aide whose salary is paid by the 
U.S. Department of Labor. 

We also wish to thank the following people for 
providing needed services and an area for Seniors 
to enjoy: The Board of Selectmen; The Town Ad- 
ministrator; Jim Clerici and his department; Wal- 
pole Lions Club for our telephone; Mrs. Nancy Jar- 
vis for the Walpole Times; Rotary Club. 


DEPARTMENT OF VETERANS SERVICES 


Due to the budgetary constraints and changes 
made by the Federal Government, it has been very 
difficult for the veteran. The rising unemployment 
and the present economy creates a more active 
office. The fact that the office is now open full time 
is a big improvement. We now have a full-time 
Veterans Director so the veterans can be better 
served and a more thorough investigation on ap- 
plications can be made which has made a finan- 
cial improvement for the Town. A total of $5,205.92 
was used in assisting veterans and their families 
in our benefit program. 


Veterans Services has another function which 
is to help veterans and their dependents apply for 
Federal Benefits. These services include the pre- 
paration of applications for Widow and Childrens 
Pensions, Burial Allowances, Service Connected 
Compensation, Non-Service Connected Pensions, 
Grave Markers, Change of address, Educational 
Benefits, Hospitalization, and Annual Income 
Questionnaires. 

The “Fuel Assistance” program for low- 
income families of veterans is also a function of 
this office. 


NORFOLK COUNTY MOSQUITO CONTROL PROJECT 


The Operational Project Program integrates all 
proven technologies into asystem of mosquito con- 
trol that is rational, safe, effective and economically 
feasable. 

All mosquito eggs need water to hatch and to 
sustain larval growth. 

Source Reduction Work: Our primary efforts 
are concentrated on the draining of shallow, stand- 
ing, stagnant water and the maintenance of existing 
flow systems which contribute to mosquito breed- 
ing sources.

HISTORICAL COMMISSION 


Again this year, the flavor of a celebration took 
headlines for the Historical Commission as the ded- 
ication of the new Town Hall took place on April 18, 
1982. Governor King attended the official ribbon 
cutting, and hundreds of townspeople enjoyed re- 
ceiving a souvenir letter opener with the Town seal. 
Refreshments were served, and people were able to 
tour the building. It was, indeed, an exciting move in 
that all town offices are now under one roof. 

A representative from the Historical Commis- 
sion continues to serve on the Downtown Revitali- 
zation Committee as well as observe the renovation 
of the old town hall, which is listed on the National 
Register of Historic Places. Architect Phil Winsor 
has agreed to investigate the possibility of painting 
the trim a bronze green, the color discovered when 
reading the original specifications written by Archi- 
tect J. Williams Beal. 

This year the Commission has requested that 
the selectmen appoint two more members to bring 
the membership to seven. With state and federal 
legislation, our work load has increased. 

The Commission took action on the proposed 
traffic plan to raze the blacksmith shop on the 
corner of Main Street and North Street. The Massa- 
chusetts Historical Commission recommends “in- 
itiate review of this action in accordance with Advi- 
sory Council Regulations and that the Dept. (Mass. 
Dept. of Public Works) begin an investigation of 
alternatives that would avoid or mitigate the adverse 
effect, including moving the structure” — G.A. Tal- 
mage, Acting Ex-Director. 

Upon meeting with selectmen, the Commis- 
sion was encouraged to proceed to establish three 
local historic districts under Chapter 359 Acts of 
1971. They are as follows: South Walpole Common, 
including the home at 40 Neponset Street; a part of 
Common Street, probably from the high school and 
including the Commons and some side streets; and 
the Plimptonville area. 

An attempt will be made to encourage the vil- 
lage atmosphere of South Walpole and to encour- 
age the preservation of what we already have in all 
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areas. Any restrictions will come from a committee 
of local residents in each area with a member of this 
Commission on the committee. 

The Commission was displeased with the deci- 

sion on North Street to locate the pumping station 
above ground. North Street is a scenic road with 
other restrictions, and it never should have been 
allowed. Why? Attempts will be made to remedy 
this eyesore and encourage our selectmen and the 
town administrator not to allow this type of action to 
happen again in Walpole. Feeble attempts to save 
money have given Walpole residents a most unde- 
sirable structure to look at for many years. 
_ Member Karl West continues to amaze us with 
his research ability. An indepth study has been 
done on the Walpole “Dividends” (Walpole Divi- 
dends — 1700s). This study details a part of town 
between Washington Street and Main Street look- 
ing at long, skinny lot boundaries. After the sawmill 
was established and a settlement was formed, peo- 
ple were encouraged to move to the area by means 
of grants of land. These grants were in the form of 
dividends of land. Reference is made to these divi- 
dends in Early Records of Dedham, 1659-1673, Vol. 
IV; Early Records of Dedham, 1672-1706, Vol. V; 
and Early Records of Dedham, 1705-1733, Vol. VI. 
This report may be obtained through the Commis- 
sion for research purposes. 

The Walpole Historic Resource Inventory has 
been completed and is now in booklet form. This 
publication was funded in part by the Kendall Fund 
and the Metropolitan Area Planning Council. Li- 
mited editions are available at the town clerk’s office 
for $1.00 per copy. The inventory is an on-going 
project with new information recorded monthly 
with the Massachusetts Historical Commission. 

We continue our educational program with 
local school and scout groups when requested. 

We welcome comments and any information 
citizens would care to share. Do you have an old root 
cellar or old foundation on or near your home or an 
old picture we may copy? The Commission will con- 
tinue to protect and record Walpole historic assets. 


CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The Conservation Commission is responsi- 
ble for protecting and preserving the natural re- 
sources of Walpole, with its main efforts directed 
toward protecting the Town’s watershed areas. 
To Carry out its responsibilities, the Commission 
acquires land through gifts or purchase, enforces 
the Wetlands Protection Act and the Inland Wet- 
lands Act, and coordinates its efforts with other 
town agencies in the protection of natural resour- 
ces. 

The Commission’s land holdings are for the 
purpose of conservation and passive recreation. 
Trails exist through many of these properties for 
the enjoyment of hikers, skiers, and nature lovers. 
These trails and the recreation area at Coburn’s 
Pond are maintained yearly and maps of these 
areas are available at the Walpole libraries and the 


Town Clerk’s office. The Alan Flood-control dam 
area is now available to the public as a passive 
recreation area. The main library also has the 
Commission’s Family Membership card for the 
Massachusetts Audubon Society, available on 
request. Due to the lack of funds, the Commission 
was unable to purchase any extra land this year. 

The Conservation Commission holds public 
hearings in accordance with the Wetlands Protec- 
tion Act, Mass. Gen. Laws, Chap. 131, S. 40. This 
law requires anyone intending to do work which 
affects the wetlands in any way to contact the 
Commission for a determination as to whether or 
nota hearing is necessary, and under what condi- 
tions the work may proceed. The Commission 
inspects all work to determine that the contractor 
follows the Order of Conditions issued. 


TOWN SERVICES 


DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS 


D.W.P. MAINTENANCE DIVISION 


The D.P.W. Maintenance Division is respon- 
sible for the repair work and maintenance on all 
Town-owned vehicles and miscellaneous equip- 
ment, excluding fire engines. Regularly sche- 
duled maintenance was performed on fifty moto- 
rized pieces of equipment operated by the Depart- 
ment of Public Works and Cemetery Department. 
Seven automobiles assigned to various Town De- 
partments. Seven Police cruisers, one .Police 
safety car, one ambulance, Dog Officer's truck, 
Civil Defense van and 4x4 truck, Senior Citizens’ 
van and two Fire Department automobiles. Also 
maintained were the auxiliary engines at the 
Water Treatment Plant and all six Water Pumping 
Stations, one Booster Station and other miscel- 
laneous D.P.W. equipment including sewer rod- 
ders, centrifugal and diaphragm pumps, natural 
gas and diesel engines, portable generators, a 
welder and flail and rotary lawn mowers. 

Major repair work performed last year included 
one engine overhaul, one clutch job, twenty-one 
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brake jobs, three paint jobs, one valve job, and two 
differential overhauls. New equipment purchased 
was inspected for compliance to Town Specifica- 
tions and prepared for operation. 

Also welding and repairs were made on sanders, 
snow plows, plow frames, sidewalk plows, back- 
hoes and loaders. Emphasis placed on preventive 
and routine maintenance has continued and proven 
to be most effective. As a result of our regular sche- 
duled maintenance program there have been fewer 
breakdowns and less vehicle down time; major re- 
pair expenses both in terms of supply parts and 
labor have been kept to a minimum. 


HIGHWAY, PARK AND CEMETERY DIVISION 


The Highway Section is responsible for main- 
tenance of streets, sidewalks, storm drains, traffic 
signs, and snow and ice control operations. A total 
length of 4.8 miles of the following secondary roads 
were prepared and resurfaced with liquid asphalt 
and stone: Towle Road, Whiting Ave., Shufelt Road, 


Jetterson Drive, Williams Street, Marion Street, 
McDonald Circle, Allen Street, Spring Street, Spring 
Valley Drive, Autumn Lane, Lewis Ave., Chapman 
Street, Federal Street, Congress Street, Burrill Street, 
Hoover Road, Adam Road, Collidge Road, Ad- 
rienne Road, Glenn Road, Grace Memorial Drive, 
Alice Ave., Edgewood Ave., and Field Drive. 

Other highway work performed during the year 
is as follows: mechanical sweeping of all streets, 
bituminous concrete patching of potholes and util- 
ity trenches, and application of approximately 35 
miles of pavement markings by contract. Storm 
drainage maintenance work including annual clean- 
ing of approximately 1800 catch basins under con- 
tract, repairs to 48 catch basins and manholes, rod- 
ding of obstructed drain lines and selected ditching 
work. A total of 260 traffic signs and street signs 
were made or purchased and installed. 


The Park Section maintains more than 100 
acres of parks, lawns and athletic playing fields. 
This work includes the application of fertilizer and 
lime, grass mowing ona regularly scheduled basis. 
Other miscellaneous work includes collection of 
litter from all public ways, play areas, bi-weekly 
rubbish collections from certain buildings and trash 
receptacles, cutting of grass and brush along road- 
ways, maintenance of trails, removal of brush from 
Town Forest and annual fall leaf collection, planting 
of new trees and removal of diseased and dead 
trees. 


BUILDING MAINTENANCE DIVISION 


The Building Maintenance Division is gener- 
ally responsible for repairs and upkeep, capital 
improvements, and proper operation of all elec- 
trical, plumbing and heating systems in all public 
buildings. 

Energy conservation and vandalism preventa- 
tive measures are a prime consideration, and to 
this end, we are continually updating our knowl- 
edge in these areas and applying this knowledge to 
many various problems. 

In the area of energy conservation, we are 
happy to see consumption decline. Please note the 
chart below and note that we did not stop heating 
certain buildings until FY82. The Bird School was 
closed. The Boyden was closed in FY82; however, 
it was still partially heated. At the time of this writ- 
ing, we are installing one domestic hot water boiler 
and two dual fuel conversion burners at the Bird 
Middle School. This should result in substantial 
savings to the Town. 

Last year we installed a domestic hot water 
boiler and one conversion burner at the old Post 
Road School.

Vandalism 


Please note the drop in vandalism from 1973 to 
1978. This is due to the preventive measures taken 
by the Town of Walpole. The Town had hired a 
security force in 1974, and has instituted programs 
of preventive vandalism such as: replacing glass 
with vandal resistant Lexan, installed fire alarm 
systems in all public buildings, increased surveil- 
lance in all buildings, use welding instead of 
screws, nuts and bolts. Installed vandal alarms in 
special areas.

from 1977 to 1982 vandalism has ranged 
from 15,000 to 20,000 each year. 

There is a point in time when it is very difficult 
to get the cost of vandalism as low as one may 
desire; however, all efforts are being made to elimi- 
nate vandalism entirely.

WATER & SEWER DIVISION 


The Water and Sewer Division is responsible 
for the operation and maintenance of the Town’s 
water supply, quality and distribution system, and 
the operation of the sanitary sewer system. In 
compliance with State Regulations, a total of 
twenty-nine water samples are collected and sent 
to a certified laboratory each month for bacterio- 
logical testing; all of the tests for 1982 were nega- 
tive. Water samples are also tested quarterly by the 
same certified laboratory for sodium concentra- 
tions throughout the distribution system. The av- 
erage level of sodium in our water supply in 1982 
(28.8 mg/l) exceeded the State “guideline” of 20 
mg/l; accordingly, all water consumers were noti- 
fied by mail of this fact. Water samples are tested 
monthly by the State for fluoride concentration to 
insure adequate dental health protection. Water 
from our Mine Brook wells is tested daily at the 
Treatment Plant laboratory primarily to determine 
proper iron and manganese removal levels. A sys- 
tematic “townwide” hydrant flushing program, by 
members of the Water and Fire Departments, was 
continued due to improved water quality and hy- 
drant conditions within the distribution system. A 
new gravel-packed well was also introduced to the 
distribution system in July of this year, providing as 
much as 1,100 gpm. The water quality from this 
well was excellent. Work was nearly complete on 
the North Street/Appletree Lane water project. 
This included approximately 3 miles of 8-inch 
water lines, 68 service connections and a booster 
pumping station designed to maintain adequate 
system pressure for residents. In addition to gen- 
eral operations and maintenance work, the follow- 
ing new construction and miscellaneous work was 
completed:

The average daily production was 1.92 million 
gallons with the maximum day being November 16, 
1982, supplying 2.86 million gallons and the min- 
imum day being December 24, 1982, supplying 
1.07 million gallons. There were 90 new water ser- 
vices added to the system bringing the total number 
of water service accounts to 5,302. 

With the addition of 1.1 miles of sanitary sewer 
mains this year, there are now a total of 40.4 miles 
of sewer mains in service in the Town. A total of 69 
new building connections were made to the sani- 
tary sewer system, making a total of 1,888 connec- 
tions to the system. There are a total of 28 vendors 
having 31 vehicles who are licensed by the Town to 
use our septic waste disposal facility. During the 
year, a total of 5,354 loads were received at the 
facility; a $7.00 disposal fee was charged for each 
load received. 


RECREATION DIRECTOR 


Last summer the Recreation Playground Pro- 
gram was moved to Memorial Park near the Center 
Pool. More children attended the program as the 
close proximity to the Pool made it easy for the 
children to cool off on hot days and then return to 
the playground. 

The Summer and Winter Programs were very 
successful. The Wrentham State School still gener- 
ously allows Walpole youths to use their swimming 
facility in the Winter. The Gymnastic Program again 


CELEBRATIONS COMMITTEE 


Each year with the help of the people in our 
Town, we have celebrated the Memorial Day Cere- 
monies, as well as provide programs for the citi- 
zens of Walpole. To celebrate holidays and spe- 
cial events such as the Town Hall Dedication, the 
Honorable Francis H. Woodward, State Repre- 
sentative, and Governor Edward J. King attended, 
along with our Town officials for ribbon and cake 
cutting ceremonies at an open house held on 
April 18, 1982. 


was very well attended by 139 children who took 
advantage of the program which was held at the 
Boston Academy of Gymnastics in Norwood. The 
Red Cross Swim Program gave out approximately

The Recreation Department is working on a 
plan to develop Memorial Park into a passive re- 
creation area. A plan will be submitted to Town 
Meeting for consideration. 


DOWNTOWN REVITALIZATION COMMITTEE 


In 1982, the Downtown Revitalization Commit- 
tee finalized many of its recommendations and 
began to implement some of its programs. The fol- 


lowing list highlights the recommendations: 


e¢ Develop Common and Elm Streets as the major 
East/West access. Widen Elm east of West 
Street and completely reconstruct it west of 


West Street. 


® Reconstruct intersection of Common and Front 


to discourage through traffic. 


e Reconstruct intersection of Main, West and Stone 
Streets to eliminate hazards and provide better 


geometry. 
e Upgrade signals throughout the downtown. 


e Redesign the municipal parking lot for great 
efficiency and aesthetics. 

e Intensify landscaping of the Town Common to 
accentuate uses. 

e Upgrade and enforce a sign ordinance de- 
signed to change the image of the downtown as 
a shopping and living environment. 
In addition, the October, 1982 Annual Town 

Meeting voted for: 

1. A new Central Business Zone which incorpo- 
rated new land uses for the downtown, and 

2. Voted to purchase a parcel of land to be used 
for commuter parking adjacent to the railroad 
station.

ANIMAL INSPECTOR 


All premises where livestock is kept have been 
visited and inspected and comply with the regula- 
tions set forth by the Division of Animal Health. 

All new animals from outside the state, entering 


herds, have been examined. 

All reported dog bites have been investigated 
and quarantine regulations carried out. 

No positive cases of rabies were found. 


BUILDING INSPECTOR/ZONING ENFORCEMENT OFFICER 


Construction activity followed the nationwide 
trend in 1982. A decline in the first nine (9) months 
of the year was followed by considerable activity in 
the last three (3) months, attributable to the decline 
in interest rates. Projections for 1983 would indicate 
a most active building year with emphasis on con- 
dominium and commercial construction. 

Major projects anticipated are the continuing 
renovations to the Kendall Company, conversion of 
the Fales property to commercial use, and the con- 
dominium project at the former Bird School. Sev- 
eral other large developments are currently in the 
planning and/or public hearing states and should 
the necessary permits be granted for these projects, 
activity would exceed 1979, the busiest year ever 
experienced by the department. 

The Zoning Enforcing Officer referred eighty- 
four (84) persons to the Zoning Board of Appeal for 
public hearings and responded to numerous com- 
plaints of alleged zoning violations. 

Six complaints were filed in District Court with 
regards to the Building Code and Zoning By-Law 
violations. All were resolved prior to the court hear- 
ing date.

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CABLE TELEVISION ADVISORY COMMITTEE 


The Board of Selectmen, as the “issuing au- 


thority” for a cable television license in the Town of. 


Walpole, held a meeting on January 12, 1982, and 
appointed five full members and two associate 
members to serve on the Cable Television Advisory 
Committee. The appointments were for an indefi- 
nite period not to exceed 18 months. 

At its first meeting, held on March 2, 1982, the 
newly appointed Committee voted unanimously to 
request the Selectmen to initiate the licensing pro- 
cess for cable television in Walpole. The Board of 
Selectmen voted in the affirmative on March 16, 
1982. 

The Committee began its job of bringing cable 
television to Walpole and used the Massachusetts 
Cable Television Commission’s “bible” as its guide 
for the licensing process. 

The Committee sought applicants by advertis- 
ing in the Walpole Times and Cablevision Maga- 
zine. The deadline for filing applications for a cable 
license in Walpole was set for July 15, 1982. The 
following companies officially presented applica- 
tions to the Town of Walpole: Adams-Russell Com- 
pany of Waltham, Massachusetts and the Massa- 
chusetts Cablevision Systems Company of New 
York. Inthe meantime, a public hearing was held on 
June 10, 1982, to receive as much input as possible 
from the citizens of Walpole.

tee began the task of writing the Issuing Authority 
Report. 

A second public hearing was held on Sep- 
tember 30, 1982, for town officials for the purpose of 
determining the needs and concerns as they apply 
to cable television. The Committee continued the 
preparation of the Issuing Authority Report and 
assigned three members to serve on a cable sub- 
committee to write the technical section and system 
Capabilities of the Issuing Authority Report. 

At the December 2, 1982 meeting, the Commit- 
tee completed the Issuing Authority Report as writ- 
ten and requested a meeting with the Board of 
Selectmen for the purpose of approving the Report. 
The Board approved the Issuing Authority Report 
at its meeting of December 21, 1982. The Advisory 
Committee immediately filed a copy of the Issuing 
Authority Report with the Massachusetts Cable 
Commission and forwarded copies to the two ap- 
plicants. The applicants are now required to submit 
their amended applications to the Advisory commit- 
tee within 45 days at which time a final public hear- 
ing will be held. Within a reasonable period follow- 
ing the public hearing, the issuing authority will 
decide whether a provisional license will be awarded 
and, if so, to whom. 

It is the hope of the Cable Television Advisory 
Committee that this will be accomplished early in 
1983. 


COMPUTER STUDY COMMITTEE 


The Computer Study Committee has met 
semi-monthly since August of 1982. Chaired by 
Selectman William Hamilton, it is evaluating the 
Town's administrative data processing activities 
and assessing future uses of the Town’s compu- 
ter.

EDUCATION 


SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


The School Committee had two distinct six- 
month segments within the calendar year 1982. The 
first six months saw the School Committee intense- 
ly involved in the development of a budget for fiscal 
year 83 and the search for anew Superintendent of 
Schools. The second six months saw the Commit- 
tee no less involved in the transition of leadership 
within the school department and the development 
of system-wide programs to meet its goals. 

The School Committee, charged with the re- 
sponsibility of developing policy that serves the 
educational needs of the citizens of our community, 
formulated and adopted goals to address this man- 
date. These goals became the operational direction 
for the school system. Each school unit then devel- 
oped its unique “Statement of Continuing Objec- 
tives” and the goals and objectives provide a plan- 
ning and accountability structure for fulfilling the 
statutory responsibilities of the Committee. The 
goals are: 

1. To intensify efforts to foster in all students a 
sense of personal opportunity and responsibil- 


ity as amember of aschool unit and as acitizen 

of the community, the State, the nation, and of 

the world. 

. To promote the total community's commitment 
to and pride in the Walpole Public Schools. 

. To enhance the effectiveness and regard of the 
classroom teacher in delivering quality instruc- 
tion. 

. To comply with the Massachusetts State De- 
partment’s Basic Skills Improvement Policy in 
the additional areas of Speaking and Listening. 

. To implement Phase III of the Walpole Four- 
Year Curriculum Plan. 

The School Committee wishes to thank the 
citizens of Walpole for their continued support of 
the system. The new Town Hall, and the subse- 
quent move of school department offices into that 
building, has improved the daily administration of 
the Walpole schools. It increased our efficiency 
immediately and long-range planning should pro- 
vide a decrease in central administration costs by 
interaction with the municipal side of Town interests. 


SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


School opened on September 8, 1982, with an 
enrollment of 3083. This marked the second con- 
secutive year of a 5.3% decline in student enroll- 
ment for the Walpole Public Schools. The profes- 
sional staff was reduced in number by five which 
reflects the impact of this continuous decline in 
enrollment on the individual class rosters. This pro- 
duced an elementary pupil/teacher ratio of 24.1/1 
and a similar middle school ratio of 24.8/1. These 
positive ratios are a result of School Committee 
planning and continued Town Meeting support for 
a strong educational program. 

The student enrollment has declined 20% over 
the past five years and will probably decline in a 
similar way over the next five years. Consequently, 
planning for tomorrow’s educational programs has 
never been more challenging. While all the facts 
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are never completely available in a changing social 
climate, an intensive effort has been launched to 
determine the impact that dramatic high-technology 
advances will have on the delivery of education 
within the Walpole Public Schools. It is important 
to note that continuous planning involving parents, 
students and professional staff has been on-going 
in the areas of Curriculum, Gifted and Talented, 
Budget Control, Staff Development, Code of Disci- 
pline and overall reorganization of a declining staff. 

The general goal established by the Walpole 
School Committee was to foster a commitment to 
and pride in the Walpole Public Schools. Since my 
appointment as Superintendent in July, | have ex- 
perienced such acommitment from the community 
and the entire school staff. They interact daily, with 
and for the students, to continue the excellence of 


the Walpole Public Schools. 

Particular note and attention should be given to 
the following constant programs that are adjunct to 
all instructional services. 


Basic Skills 

In March, all students in Grades 3, 6, and 8 were 
tested for Basic Skills minimum competency in 
reading, writing, and mathematics. Results were 
reported to the State Department of Education and 
the percentage of students passing was very high, 
ranging from 96 percent to 99.5 percent. As this 
State-mandated policy requires, students not 
achieving the minimum standards receive remedia- 
tion according to an improvement plan developed 
for each. In the next school year, a fourth area, 
listening, will be tested. 


Standardized Testing 

In April, students in Grades four and seven 
took standardized achievement tests and results 
were sent home to parents. In comparison with the 
national student population whose results were 
used for developing the test norms, the average 
scores for Walpole students were at least a year 
above the national average in the six subject areas 
tested. A new test for Grades 3-7, administered in 
December 1982, produced similar results. This new 
test produces an individual plan for each student, 
identifying their individual strengths and weak- 
nesses in the Basic Skills area. All teachers now 
have a blueprint of their class for planning their 
instructional content. 


Special Education 

During the 1982 calendar year, special educa- 
tion priorities were to deliver adequate and approp- 
riate special education services to identified stu- 
dents in the most cost-effective manner. Programs 
like the Responsibility Development Programs in 
the middle schools and the systemwide Pre-School 
Program based at Old Post Road were particularly 
effective in reducing the need for placing students 
in private special education schools. The T.E.C. 
(The Education Cooperative) Primary Network class 
resulted in cost savings in the areas of tuition and 
transportation. Two Walpole students joined four 
students from other T.E.C. towns to form this class 
for multiple handicapped students. 

In September 1982, Walpole opened its doors 
to another T.E.C. class. The Early Childhood class 
housed at Plimpton has six physically handicapped 
students ages 5-7. Two of the students are from 
Walpole and another is slated to begin in Sep- 
tember 1983. 

Other highlights were in the area of staff and 
parent education. Special education and regular 
education teachers attended half and full day work- 
shops primarily in the area of behavior manage- 
ment. In addition, the 766 Parent Advisory council 
organized and received grant monies for the 12- 
week course, “Training in Parent Specific Skills.” 

In the Spring of 1982, Walpole began using 
computer assisted individualized educational plans 
(1EPS) for each special needs student. While the 
IEPs are written by special educators, the time to 
route and process the IEPs has been cut to one- 
third. This program has proven to be very cost 
effective. 


FALES, LEACH and ROGERS SCHOLARSHIP AWARDS 


Nineteen eighty-two Fales, Leach and Rog- 
ers Scholarships were awarded Monday evening, 
December 20, 1982, to thirty Walpole High School 
graduates currently attending institutions of high- 
er education. 

These awards totaled $27,917 from the in- 
come of the Fales Scholarship Fund established 
in 1931, the Leach Scholarship Fund established 
in 1960 and the Rogers Scholarship Fund estab- 
lished in 1982. 

The Benjamin D. Rogers Scholarship Fund 
was established by the will of the late Alice W. 
Crowhurst to memorialize the name of Benjamin 
D. Rogers. This scholarship is “for assistance in 
the payment of tuition while in attendance and in 
good standing as a candidate for a bachelor’s 
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degree in an accredited college or university.” Mr. 
Rogers was a dedicated member of the Walpole 
School Committee from 1923-1935. The 1934 Wal- 
pole Town Report contains the following dedica- 
tion to Benjamin D. Rogers: “As a School Com- 
mittee Member, he has been conservative, yet 
forward-looking. He has never been given to rash 
or hasty introduction of unproven theories of ed- 
ucation. He has been sound and sane in his views 
relating to the schools. Experience shows that his 
judgment has been excellent. He has been faith- 
ful, loyal, and conscientious. He has had the wel- 
fare of pupils and teachers at heart, and has at all 
times worked for the best interests of the Town. 
He is the type of man the Town is glad to have on 
such a Board.”

TRI-COUNTY REGIONAL VOCATIONAL 
TECHNICAL SCHOOL DISTRICT 


The Tri-County Regional School District Com- 
mittee reorganized in July and Melvin Long (Nor- 
folk) was elected Chairman. Others elected to office 
were Al Chouinard (Medfield), Vice-Chairman, and 
Robert McDonough (Millis), Secretary. At that time 
the Committee lost two members who had served 
since the early planning of the district: Frank DeLu- 
cia, Franklin, and John Kraskouskas, North Attle- 
boro. Appointed to fill those seats were Carole Rus- 
sell and Robert Riccio. Additionally, Lenore Auslan- 
der, representing the Town of Sherborn, completed 
a three-year term and chose not to seek reappoint- 
ment. More recently, Mr. Tim Greene was ap- 
pointed to serve as Sherborn’s representative. 

The administrative structure has also been re- 
organized during the past year. John Lane, Assist- 
ant Superintendent-Director, retired in September 
and Jack Jones, former academic coordinator, was 
appointed to the position of Principal. The task of 
academic coordination was divided among three 
others. Our Business Manager accepted a position 
in the Town of Sandwich and elected to fill that 
position was Arthur Miller. George Picard, who held 
the position of Supervisor of Maintenance and Se- 
Curity, resigned in July, and the Plant Engineer, 
Richard McDermott, has assumed those supervi- 
sory duties. The vacancy was filled in October with 
the employment of Robert Thayer, Medway, as 
Building Electrician. 

The ability to adjust to changing conditions has 
long been held as a valuable educational concept, 
and we trust that this report will give evidence that a 
favorable adjustment has been made. 


Budget 1982-83 

Although our budget for the current year is up 
slightly from the one previous, a higher-than- 
expected school aid figure allowed us to consider- 
ably reduce assessments to all towns with the ex- 
ception of Norfolk. The assessment to the Town of 
Walpole is set at $519,490.34, a decrease of 
$80,219.70 from the previous year. Further enhanc- 


ing our financial fortunes was our ability to distrib- ° 


ute surplus funds in excess of $200,000.00 to 
member communities. Walpole’s share of that dis- 
tribution, made by direct payment, was $61,253.93. 

Since early November, we have been immersed 
in budget deliberations for 1983-84. It seems evi- 
dent that we will not enjoy the good fortune that we 
did the year past. Our best indications are that State 
Aid will be down approximately $150,000.00. Further 
straining our resources is the fact that we are ata 
point in time when we must consider the repair or 
replacement of several major pieces of shop equip- 
ment. Obviously the challenge to present an accep- 
table budget is serious and we assure all concerned 
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that when finalized the budget will be in an account- 
able one. 


Audit 

During the summer the firm of Peat, Marwick, 
Mitchell & Co. was retained for the purpose of exam- 
ining the financial statements of the School District 
for the year ended June 30, 1982. The concluding 
report, made in November, indicated that the exam- 
ination did not identify any condition that could be 
construed to be a material weakness in internal 
accounting control. 


Energy Conservation 

For the second consecutive year, we have been 
successful in reducing the amount of kilowatt hours 
used on a month-to-month basis. Plant Engineer 
Richard McDermott has made this effort a top prior- 
ity; consequently, although the cost of energy has 
increased, we have been able to level fund our ap- 
propriation for that purpose. 

Through a cooperative effort on the part of 
teachers and students, we have installed an ane- 
mometer on the roof as the start of a feasibility 
study for utilization of wind as an energy source. If 
after having recorded wind speed for one full year 
we find that our location is well suited for the instal- 
lation of a wind generator, the savings reflected in 
future operational budgets should be significant. 


Vocational and Technical Programs 

Wherever possible the vocational and technical 
programs have made every effort to simulate real 
work experiences by providing service to district 
town agencies, civic organizations, and residents. 
The Auto Repair and Auto Body departments are 
fully scheduled for customer work at all times. Sim- 
ilarly all other departments in the machine and con- 
struction trades do accept work from district resi- 
dents if such work coincides with the instructional 
Curriculum. 

Consistently gaining in popularity are the cus- 
tomer services offered by the Cosmetology and 
Culinary departments and the day care service of 
the Child Care department is fully subscribed to at 
all times. 

We are particularly proud of the colonial-style 
street lights that were designed, fabricated, and 
installed at the Franklin Common. Six different 
trade areas participated in the project and all 
teachers and students who were involved take a 
great deal of pride in their achievement. We wish to 
thank the Franklin Rotary Club for initiating and 
financing the project and the Franklin Town Coun- 
cil for the confidence they displayed by allowing 
our students to demonstrate their skills. 


A new roof for the Sherborn Fire Department, 
housepainting for the Seekonk Housing Authority, 
construction of a sound projection booth at Millis 
High School are other recent projects undertaken 
by Tri-County students. We are pleased that such 
activities help to lessen the burden on our member 
towns in these times of financial constraint. 


Academic Programs 

Tri-County’s Academic Programs continue to 
serve the needs of both the work-bound and 
college-bound students. Once again, Tri-County 
sent sixteen percent of its graduates on to two- and 
four-year post-secondary educations. 

In our continuing effort to meet the contem- 
porary needs of our students, Tri-County is initiat- 
ing anew program in our Business/Distributive Ed- 
ucation departments entitled “Automated Office 
Technology.” This program will provide training to 
students in the expanding field of electronic office 
equipment, specifically in the area of word process- 
ing. In addition, the Science department has ex- 
panded its program to include a comprehensive 
energy curriculum encompassing such topics as 
home energy audits and energy alternatives. 

Tri-County’s proud history of providing a qual- 
ity academic program in a vocational setting is sup- 
ported by standardized test scores. When com- 
pared to students nationally, Tri-County students 
demonstrate equal and, in many instances, superior 
rates of growth. We at Tri-County will continue to 
strive for excellence in our academic programs as 
we meet the contemporary and future needs of our 
students. 


Special Needs Programs 

The resource rooms at Tri-County expanded 
their methods of instruction through the addition of 
five Radio Shack TRS-80 microcomputers. These 
allow for the maximum in individualized instruction 
through truly interactive programming. Pupils read- 
ily take to the machines and as our library of pro- 
grams expands, find that instruction can be en- 
hanced in almost any subject matter area. Their 
specific use in the resource room is twofold: to 
supplement instruction in regular classes and to 
assist in remediation of specific academic skills. 
Teachers are hopeful that some side benefits will 
accrue: computer literacy or the student’s familiar- 
ity with computers is expected to occur, as well as 
improved student motivation to succeed. 


Tri-County Awarded Grants 

In April 1982, Tri-County ws awarded the sum 
of $14,700 in the form of a Competency Based Vo- 
cational Education Curriculum Grant. The purpose 
of the grant was to identify and validate employ- 
ment sheets necessary to secure an entry levei posi- 
tion in the culinary field and to prepare a teaching 
curriculum that will serve as a model for state and 
national dissemination. 


The project is being developed jointly with 
Greater Lowell Regional Vocational Technical 
School and will be published in Spanish as well as 
English. 

Instructors in the Food Trades department are 
responsible for the implementation of the skills 
program, progress of which is being monitored by 
the Massachusetts Department of Occupational 
Education. 

A ten-week Geriatric/Home Health Aide pro- 
gram for displaced homemakers was initiated by 
Tri-County in April 1982. The project was federally 
funded and designed to provide women with those 
skills needed to secure positions in long-term care 
facilities as well as health care providers in the 
home. 

Twelve students, ranging in age from 22 to 60, 
participated in the program and received certifi- 
cates attesting to their skills. The course of studies 
included seven weeks of lectures, demonstrations 
and testing, followed by three weeks of clinical ex- 
perience at the Franklin House Health Care and the 
Walpole Visiting Nurse Association. 


Japanese Intern at Tri-County 

Tri-County was privileged to host a visitor from 
Japan during the Spring semester. Reiko Esaki, an 
instructor in the Tokyo school district, proved to be 
an eloquent spokesperson for the history, culture 
and customs of her country. 

The Japanese school internship program was 
developed to promote good will and understanding 
between Japan and the United States. Mrs. Esaki 
fulfilled the objectives of the program through her 
active participation in Tri-County’s social studies 
and shop classes as well as visits to elementary and 
high schools in the district. 


Easter Seal Trophy 

The Massachusetts Easter Seal Society awarded 
Tri-County a trophy for raising the most money in 
the Southeastern Massachusetts region. The Bos- 
ton Celtics — Massachusetts Easter Seal Basketball 
Shoot-Out was sponsored by the Zayre Depart- 
ment Stores. 

More than $3,200 was raised by 134 students in 
an effort to support the programs and services for 
children and adults with disabilities. 

Marion MacAleese, a Tri-County sophomore, 
raised $800, the top individual in the entire state. 
Marion and her family, along with Tri-County’s bas- 
ketball coach, were guests at a Boston Celtics game 
at the Boston Garden. 

In addition to the trophy, Tri-County received a 
gift certificate for $150 for its athletic department 
and students who raised $30 or more received T- 
shirts. It was a rewarding experience for all of the 
participants. 


V.I.C.A. 

V.I.C.A. stands for Vocational Industrial Clubs 
of America. V.I.C.A. serves the trade, industrial, and 
technical students of America through develop- 
ment of their citizenship and leadership qualities. 
One hundred and five students participated in local, 
district, and state competitions. Fifty-seven stu- 
dents made it to the state level, which was held in 
April. One student, Steve Morgan from the Town of 
Walpole, won top honors in Commercial Art com- 
petition and was invited to participate in the na- 
tional competition conducted in Louisville, Ken- 
tucky. Steve, a senior co-op student at Bird Machine 
Co. in Walpole, won the gold medal in Louisville 
providing him with a $10,000 scholarship award. 
“The learning experience at Bird Machine was defi- 
nitely a factor in my winning.” Steve said. In Ken- 
tucky, he proved to be the best in the nation in the 
secondary school level. In the three years that Tri- 
County has competed, the students gathered an 
impressive record — 1 national champ, 3 state 
champs, ten runners-up in state and local competi- 
tion. We at Tri-County feel that the students have 
benefited from V.I.C.A. by means of an incentive to 
study and work harder to develop better employa- 
bility skills. 


DECA Club 

Tri-County DECA Club student members at- 
tended several state-wide conferences in 1982 and 
One student represented the school on a national 
level. Thirty students participated in the DECA Dis- 
trict || Career Conference in February. The meeting 
was held in Sturbridge and enabled Tri-County 
members to exchange ideas with over three hundred 
other students representing eleven schools. 

In March, ten Tri-County students joined a six- 
hundred student delegation at DECA’s State Career 
Leadership Conference in Hyannis. Attendees were 
tested in ten major distributive education occupa- 
tional areas. Tri-County students Bob Mezzadri 
(Service Station Retailing) and Cheryl Morris (Gen- 
eral Merchandising) were first place finishers in 
their respective categories. In addition, Mezzadri 
was elected State DECA President. 

Ken Dow, distributive education instructor, 
and student member Bob Mezzadri attended the 
National DECA Career Development Conference in 
Chicago during the period June 26 to July 1. Five 
thousand students representing each of the fifty 
states as well as Canada, Puerto Rico, Guam, and 
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the Virgin Islands participated in the six-day con- 
ference which included workshops in marketing, 
management and career development. Nationally 
known business and government leaders served as 
speakers, consultants and judges during the course 
of the meeting. 

DECA activities included one additional meet- 
ing, the DECA Fall Leadership Conference held in 
Dedham in October. Students attended workshops 
in leadership and personal development, officer 
training, chapter group projects, and related sub- 
ject matter designed to promote future DECA pro- 
jects. 


Tri-County Athletics 

The year 1982 witnessed a major change inthe 
athletic program at Tri-County. The Cougars offi- 
cially became members of the Mayflower Athletic 
League during the Spring Sports Season. With this 
change in leagues, Tri-County enters a more com- 
petitive and well organized league which should 
provide the athletes of Tri-County an opportunity to 
improve their athletic abilities. 

During the past year a number of our athletes 
excelled in their various athletic areas. Many were 
chosen to league all-star teams and surrounding 
media all-star teams. 


The Cougar Cross Country Team captured its 
third straight League Title and four members of the 
team were re-elected to the Colonial League All- 
Star Team. 

The Spring Track Team had several members 
score highly in the South Shore Principals Meet 
held at Canton High School. In the Vocational 
School Invitational, Tri-County finished in the top 
five for the second time in two years. 


The Tri-County Football Team posted its best 
win-loss record and had several team members se- 
lected to the Woonsocket Call and Middlesex News 
All-Star Teams. 

All the athletic teams were very competitive 
and displayed a willingness to work hard and im- 
prove athletically. 


In conclusion, we wish to express our gratitude 
and appreciation to all residents of Walpole for the 
support of vocational technical education. We wish, 
also, to express to you our continued commitment 
to offer quality education to students in the most 
cost-effective manner available.

The Walpole Public Library completed a year 
of varied activities and consolidation during 1982. 
In addition to providing books, magazines, news- 
papers, recordings, microfilm, paintings, reader's 
advisory and reference services, the Library has 
offered various activities and programs to all age 
groups. 

Adults attended programs on Couponing, Fi- 
nancial Planning, Stop Smoking, Travel to Great 
Britain and India, Career Planning and Develop- 
ment, and Fund Raising. 

The Children’s Department continued to pro- 
vide the best in reading materials in addition to a 
large collection of recorded stories and cassette- 
book sets, which are very popular. 

Pre-school Story Hours for children 3 to 5 
years of age were held twice a week except for the 
summer months. Library tours and orientation for 
school groups are an on-going activity. Film, craft, 
music and storytelling, clown, and educational 
programs were held throughout the year. National 
Children’s Book Week was observed with activities 
and exhibits from the Children’s Museum. National 
Library Week brought forth reader’s art skills with a 
poster contest. 

Two reading clubs were held: Library Monop- 
oly during the winter, and Readopoly during the 
summer school vacation. The summer program 
also included a Read-To-Me Book Club for those 
children too young to do their own reading. Moth- 
ers and fathers were encouraged to read to their 
pre-schoolers. Four hundred thirty-four children 
participated in the reading programs. 

The Friends of the Library were very active 
during the year. In addition to their fund raising 
efforts and gifts to the Library consisting of a wall 
screen, cassette cabinet, bean bag chairs, book 
bags and a toaster oven, they assisted in the pur- 
chase of a movie projector. The Friends also spon- 
sored programs such as: Homebound Book Deliv- 
ery Service, Friday Night Films, Handwriting Analy- 
sis, and an Introduction to the Library for Walpole 
teachers. 

One of the encouraging aspects of the year was 
the spirit of cooperation exhibited by the Library 
Trustees, Bird Companies Charitable Foundation, 
the Board of Selectmen, the Town Administrator's 
office, and the citizens of East Walpole in creating 
an alternative to branch library service at the East 
Walpole Branch Library. When it became apparent 
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the Branch would close due to lack of funds, Jo- 
seph C.K. Breiteneicher, Executive Director of the 
Bird Companies Foundation, offered to lease the 
building from the Town and maintain it for commu- 
nity use if the Library would continue to provide a 
book collection and volunteer citizens would pro- 
vide circulation services. After weeks of meetings, it 
was agreed: the Foundation would lease the historic 
building and move its office to the site, book and 
periodical services would continue from the Main 
Library, and volunteers would man the circulation 
desk. Thus, the East Walpole Branch Library closed 
on February 4, 1982, and the East Walpole Book 
Deposit Center opened on March 1, 1982, and has 
continued to be an important part of life in East 
Walpole. 

Computerized Library Information for Patrons 
is the title of an LSCA Title | grant applied for jointly 
by the Walpole, Sharon and Norfolk Public Libraries 
that is still awaiting final word on funding. The li- 
braries are working to further develop their resource 
sharing efforts. The Library began participating in 
the Boston Public Library Cooperative Cataloging 
Program and staff members were trained to use the 
CRT Terminal to communicate with the computer 
used in the program and located at the Boston 
Public Library. We are bulding a machine readable 
data base, receiving catalog cards and furthering 
the Eastern Region’s resource sharing plans. 

Additions to the Library this year included a 
microfiche attachment for the microfilm reader- 
printer, a family pass to Macomber Farm, gifts of 
printed bookmarks, books and periodicals, a com- 
plete set of Massachusetts Reports and an Au- 
dubon Society membership. The Bird Companies 
Charitable Foundation gave a grant to develop a 
Fund Raising Collection for community use. 

The Walpole Arts Council has continued to 
provide the Library with monthly art displays, pro- 
grams and film showings.

TOWN PLANNING 


WALPOLE PLANNING BOARD 


The Planning Board meets the first and third 
Thursdays of the month, plus special meetings as 
required. We have had twenty-seven meetings this 
year plus joint meetings with other Boards and 
Town Officials to discuss items of mutual concern. 

The Board reviewed, approved or disapproved 
over twenty-five Form A’s (each involving property 
line changes), reviewed several study and prelimi- 
nary plans. The Board approved one subdivision, 
“Hitching Post Estates,” off Main Street. The Board 
reviewed and made recommendations on over thirty 
site plans for the Board of Appeals and held nine- 
teen public hearings. 


The Board is constantly reviewing the Rules 
and Regulations governing subdivisions, the Zon- 
ing By-Laws and the Zoning Map. 

In the May Town Elections, Ms. DuBois was 
elected to a three-year term. Subsequently, an or- 
ganizational meeting was held to elect the following 
officers of the Board for 1982-1983:

Mr. William J. Maloney, Jr., Vice-Chairman 
Ms. Linda J. DuBois, Clerk. 


The other members of the Board are: Mr. Wil- 
liam Haigh and Mr. Roy G. Fisher. 


PERSONNEL BOARD 


The Personnel Board was established in 1954, 
to administer and enforce a classification and com- 
pensation plan for allnon-exempt Town employees. 

In April, 1982, the Personnel Board submitted 
to Town Meeting recommendations for an updated 
salary schedule and funding for merit increases for 
non-union employees. No amendments to the Per- 
sonnel By-Laws were proposed in 1982. 

During 1982, Mr. John J. Daly replaced Mr. 
Gary Wallrapp as amember of the Personnel Board. 
Arevision of the part-time employees schedule and 
reclassification study on part-time clerical and 
secretarial employees was implemented in 1982. 
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The Personnel Board approves salary actions 
onnon-union merit increases, promotions, transfers, 
Union step increases, reclassifications, along with 
regular yearly union increases. 


Mr. Daniel Bielenin serves on the negotiating 
team for the Police Department’s new contract. Mr. 
Joseph Moraski served on the Department of Public 
Work’s negotiating team. 


The Personnel Board traditionally meets on 
the first and third Mondays of each month, at 7:30 
p.m. The Public is invited. 


BOARD OF SEWER & WATER COMMISSIONERS 


The Board of Sewer & Water Commissioners 
was established in 1973 by virtue of the “new” Town 
Charter. This Commission consists of five members 
elected at large by vote of the registered voters of 
the Town for three years, overlapping terms such 
that the term of office of not more than two 
members shall expire each year. 

In May, Edward J. Delaney was re-elected as 
chairman of the Board, Mr. Robert Barrett was rein- 
stated as clerk and remaining members were Ste- 
phen Smith, Patrick Fasanello and Edward J. 
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Forsberg. Commissioner Stephen Smith resigned 
in December and William F. Abbott was appointed 
to fill in the remainder of his term. 

In October, Norma W. Keane resigned her posi- 
tion as Sewer & Water Superintendent. Mr. James 
Mello was asked to fill the vacancy as soon as pos- 
sible. Mr. Steven Niro was appointed Acting Super- 
intendent. 

The Board of Sewer & Water Commissioners 
are overseers of the Water and Sewer Divisions of 
the D.P.W. The Board is also responsible for the 


work performed in the area of sewer, water and 
drainage under various articles approved by Town 
Meeting. During the year, the Board handled nu- 
merous Consumer complaints on Water, Sewer and 
Drainage, which were resolved. 

The Board of Sewer & Water Commissioners 
was involved in several important projects during 
the past year which have been completed or are 
under construction this year. Commissioners par- 
ticipated in additional meetings concerning the 
Texaco Oil Spill. Legislation was passed to sell 
water to the Town of Dover; construction is well 
under way. 

Acceptance of Reimbursement for Drinking 
Water Filtration Plant, Leonard Road Water Treat- 
ment Plant was received, as was the Leak Detection 
Grant, System Rehabilitation Grant, Cleaning & 
Lining of Water Mains and the Sewer Order for 
Rustic Road and Diamond Street. 

A major sewer lateral project was completed 


which provides services to Robbins Road-Haynes 
Street area; East Street area in vicinity of Bird Mid- 
dle School; Brown and Oak Hill Drive neighbor- 
hood. 

The plans for our Federally funded 201 facili- 
ties Main Outfall Interceptor are nearing comple- 
tion; construction is expected to start shortly. 

Car Wash Policy and Drainage Connection 
Policy was established in August of 1982. 

It is the number one concern of the Commis- 
sion to continue to work to improve the quality and 
supply of the Water System. The systematic Hy- 
drant Flushing Program has had a positive effect on 
the water quality; we will continue the program to 
remove sediment from line. 

The Board of Sewer & Water Commissioners 
wish to extend their appreciation to the Town Ad- 
ministrator, James E. Mello, who is also Agent for 
the Board and other Town officials for their cooper- 
ation and assistance throughout the year. 


HOUSING AUTHORITY 


In January 1982, the Walpole Housing Author- 
ity was concentrating its efforts in completing the 
construction for fifty-four (54) additional units of 
low-income elderly housing at Diamond Pond 
Terrace. 

The Authority met regularly with Architect 
Gary Lowe of Newton, Massachusetts, and Con- 
tractor Paul Sardella of Walpole to monitor the 
construction and confer on various items that 
came before them during this period. The on-site 
meetings were continued weekly with Chairman 
Manocchio, and all aspects of the construction 
were discussed with the Board. 

As 1982 drew to aclose, the Town of Walpole 
had its second elderly housing at Diamond Pond 
Terrace, the product of many planning hours and 
dedication on the part of a Board that wanted and 
produced the best and newest innovations in 
housing for Walpole. The Architect showed great 
skill and imagination in supplying the Authority 
with amaximum number of units on a limited area, 
and still maintained style, solar utilization and 
functional buildings. There are fifty-four units in 
total, each with one bedroom, living room and 
kitchen separated by a counter area, bath and 
sunroom. The apartments are overall larger than 
were previously available in Walpole in low-income 
elderly housing as federal specifications were fol- 
lowed in the design. Part of the funding was fur- 
nished by the Executive Office of Energy Resour- 
ces, although the complex was funded for the 
most part by the Executive Office of Communities 
and Development, Commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts. 


In September, apartments were assigned by 
lottery to eligible applicants who had been on the 
Housing Authority’s waiting list, in some cases as 
far back as 1973. Construction was completed in 
October with the first tenants moving in the latter 
part of the month. An Open House was held in 
October with a model apartment decorated for 
viewing by Callahan Furniture of Walpole and C.E. 
Holt Department Store of Walpole. 

The complex was dedicated in November, 
with Secretary Matthews, Representative Francis 
H. Woodward, Chairman of the Board of Select- 
men Frank Farinacci, and other Town Board and 
Departments represented by their Chairman or 
Chief. The overall comments made at that time by 
townspeople and by prospective tenants were of 
great appreciation for the townhouse-style build- 
ings which were arranged in a way to take advan- 
tage of the beautiful pond setting. The occupancy 
was one hundred percent complete by December, 
and the Development was closed into administra- 
tion on December 31st with the state’s approval. 

The Authority also operates sixty-four (64) 
units of low-income elderly housing at Neponset 
View Terrace, and has received a modernization 
grant in the amount of $36,000 for needed repairs 
to floors, additional insulation, refitting of doors, 
and other improvements as needed in 1983. 

The HUD Section 8 Existing Housing Pro- 
gram is operated by the Authority with federal 
funding. At the present time, forty (40) families are 
receiving subsidies in Walpole in private housing, 
and thirty additional units have been sought to 
meet the indicated need. 


PERMANENT ADVISORY BUILDING MAINTENANCE COMMITTEE 


The Permanent Advisory Building Maintenance 
Committee makes an inspection each fall of all pub- 
lic buildings, schools, parks and playgrounds. It 
then makes detailed recommendations, including 
cost estimates, to the Board of Selectmen and 
through them to the Finance Committee for the 
maintenance and improvement of the various prop- 
erties. 

The committee is helped in its work by various 
town officials and departments; the town adminis- 
trator, the superintendent of buildings, the school 


department, the library trustees, the recreation com- 
mittee and others. 

The amount recommended to be spent for proper 
upkeep during the next fiscal year, July 1, 1983 to 
June 30, 1984, is $321,496, which is approximately 
22% more than the amount approved for the present 
fiscal year. As in the past, the majority of the total 
will be spent on schools. 

The work budgeted for fiscal 1981-1982 will be 
completed by March 1, 1983, and it is expected that 
the work budgeted for fiscal 1982-1983 will be com- 
pleted on schedule. 


INDUSTRIAL COMMISSION and 
INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT FINANCING AUTHORITY 


The Industrial Commission and the Industrial 
Development Financing Authority were combined 
into overlapping boards by the Selectmen in May 
of this year. The Industrial Development Financ- 
ing Authority remains the same, but the Industrial 
Commission membership includes all five mem- 
bers of the |.D.F.A. plus two members — Frank P. 
Hilts, Chairman, and George E. Wignot — for a 
total of seven. The organization of the Industrial 


Development Financing Authority remains the 
same. 

The Industrial Commission has been meeting 
every month and is currently engaged in updating 
lists of available industrial and commercial prop- 
erties in town. 

The Industrial Development Financing Au- 
thority has had no applications for municipal 
bond issues during the past year. 


WALPOLE MUNICIPAL EMPLOYEES CREDIT UNION 


The Walpole Municipal Employees Credit 
Union, organized in 1938, is celebrating its 45th 
year of active service to all employees and their 
immediate families of the Town of Walpole. 

Over the forty-plus years of existence, it has 
served not only as a means of payroll savings to 
many employees, but also a means to small low 
interest loans to pay emergency bills, taxes, home 
repairs or miscellaneous items. 

The assets at October 31, 1982 were $349, 136, 
which is an increase over the prior year of $15,063. 
The share balances at October 31, 1982, were 
$271,801, and the loans outstanding on the same 
date were $179,295. Net income for the year ended 
October 31, 1982 was $23,102 on which an 8% divi- 
dend was paid on share balances. 


The total number of members at October 31, 
1982, were 422.

FINANCES 


TOWN TREASURER 


The fundamental duty of the Town Treasurer is 
to take charge of all Town funds. These funds come 
from several sources, such as taxation, charges, 
fees, Federal and State grants. 

During the year, the Treasurer's office handled 
over fifty-one million dollars. This office is one of 
the highly complex Town departments, maintaining 
numerous accounts and extensive records cover- 
ing such areas as borrowing, bonding, investments, 
tax titles, cemeteries, trust funds, payroll and all

FINANCE COMMITTEE 


The Finance Committee is comprised of fif- 
teen members, five members being appointed 
each year to serve a three-year term by the Town 
Moderator. Our most active times of the year are 
before the Fall Annual Town Meeting and the 
Spring Annual Town Meeting or if a Special Town 
Meeting is called. We also meet whenever a 
Reserve Fund Transfer is requested. 

The Finance Committee works many hours 
prior to the Spring Annual Town Meeting, meeting 
two or three times per week, reviewing as many as 
49 departmental budgets. Meeting as subcom- 
mittees, then asa full committee, we make recom- 
mendations on all budgets and all articles on the 
warrant for the Spring Town Meeting. 

The Finance Committee must hold a public 
hearing prior to the Spring Town Meeting. This 


gives each Representative Town Meeting Member 
an opportunity to study in detail the sometimes 
complicated aspects of a budget or warrant with- 
out needlessly tying up the Town Meeting. 


We are still operating under the constraints of 
Proposition 2% and our job has not been an easy 
one, trying to balance the budgets and still provide 
for capital improvements. 


As salary increases and operating costs con- 
tinue to escalate, we must continually explore 
every avenue to efficiently and effectively be able 
to operate the Town. | would like to thank our 
Board Secretary, Mrs. Clare Abril (who has served 
the Committee for the past eleven years) and to 
my Committee Members who have supported me 
this past year of my chairmanship. 


BOARD OF ASSESSORS 


The past year has been an exceptionally busy 
one for the Assessors. Early in the year the tax rate 
for Fiscal Year 1982 was approved at $22.40 under 
the new values. The total valuation was $497,301, 170. 
In December of 1982, the Fiscal Year 1983 tax rate 
was approved at $22.90 with the total valuation at 
$500, 779.720. 
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We are looking forward to computerizing the 
Personal Property bills in the upcoming year. The 
implementation of Proposition 2’ and the current 
requirements for maintaining full value, along with 
the classification of properties, have greatly in- 
creased the work load in this department. 


TOWN COLLECTOR 


As in years past, | would like to point out that 
one of the most misunderstood areas relative to 
Real Estate Taxes is the assessed valuation period 
and whose name will be on the tax bill if a property 
is sold. If you have any questions concerning this 
matter, please contact the Assessor’s Office, and 
they will explain the laws concerning this matter. 

A questionable bill issued to you by this office 
will not go away simply by ignoring it. You, as a 


taxpayer, must take action to resolve it. If you havea 
question on any bill and cannot find the answer, 
please feel free to call us. 

We will continue to encourage communication 
between you and this office as the best means to 
resolving problems that may arise or inform you of 
changes in billing procedures.

SELF-HELP, INCORPORATED 


Self-Help, Inc. is Greater Brockton’s anti- 
poverty agency dedicated to improving the quality 
of life of limited-income individuals and families, 
and making all segments of the community respon- 
sive to the needs of limited-income, disadvantaged 
and minority needs. 

During the program year ending September 30, 
1982, Self-Help, Inc. received a total funding of 
$10,294,302 and provided 351,835 direct services to 
the area’s limited-income individuals and families. 
Walpole residents received 2,517 direct services to- 
taling $131,050 during our program year. 

The total funding of $10 million does not tell the 
real value of human services delivered to the area as 
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a whole. Self-Help’s funding enabled us to mobilize 
an additional $787,198 of other community resour- 
ces such as CETA, Commonwealth Service Corps, 
and local city and town contributions as well as 
volunteers. The gross volume of Self-Help, Inc. dur- 
ing the past program year was $11.1 million. 

Self-Help currently employs 203 individuals, 
many of whom are limited-income and minorities. 

We feel that the program year 10/1/81 to 
9/30/82 was a successful one for Self-Help, Inc., 
and very helpful to our limited-income population. 
We thank the area’s Board of Selectmen and town 
volunteers for helping to make our program a suc- 
cess.

The following report was offered by Warren Bushway, Board of Health Agent, regarding Gasoline Storage 
Tanks at DPW Yard: 


It was just a year ago that we learned of private wells in the County Street-Apple Tree Lane area having 
become contaminated with gasoline from two underground storage tanks in Dover. 


Almost daily we saw the number of affected wells grow from three to approximately forty and the magnitude 
of this problem can only be truly appreciated by those who have had to live with it this past year. 


Two years ago, our gasoline storage tanks were replaced at the DPW yard with three new ones totalling 
26,000 gallons. 


This site was approved by the Dept. of Environmental Engineering and reasonable safeguards were taken 
i.e. they were placed in a vault and regular monitoring of tank levels is conducted. 


Although this site was never considered to be environmentally an ideal location; at the time there was 
apparently no suitable alternate site. 
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The Board of Health feels that in view of the very grave potential for contaminating our wells, serious 
consideration should be given to relocating the tanks. 


There are approximately 12.5 acres of Town owned land on School Street in the vicinity of the present new 
Town Hall. This site would provide easy access to-town vehicles including Fire and Police. 


Town Engineer estimates the cost to relocate the tanks would be approximately $50,000.

APPLYING TO THE CONDUCT OF REPRESENTATIVE TOWN MEETINGS 
WALPOLE, MASSACHUSETTS 


The following rules of procedure shall become effective upon

a. 
b. 


SEATING 


All RTM Members shall sit in the front section of the auditorium. 
Those who are not RTM Members shall sit in the rear section of the auditorium except that members of a 


committee shall be allowed to sit with that committee in the front most rows and provided that they make 
their presence known to the Moderator. 


. Ifadditional seating for the public is required, the Moderator may require that all RTM members sit within 


the front center section. 


2. SPEAKERS 
a. Any individual wishing to address the assembly must raise his hand to gain attention and shall only be 


allowed to speak after being duly recognized by the Moderator. 

The Moderator shall make a conscious effort to recognize an individual who wishes to speak for the 
first time, over those who have previously spoken to the issue. 

The only exception to this rule shall be that of questioning the conduct, procedure or legality of the 
discussion at hand by an RTM member. The RTM member may stand and vocally state “Mr. Moderator 
... Point of Order,” and at which time, the Moderator shall immediately close debate, recognize the 
speaker and allow him to state the reason for his call of a point of order. No further discussion may take 
place by the members until the point of order is addressed and so ruled by the Moderator. 


. RTM members must be given their say first, except as anon RTM member may be, or represent, the 


primary petitioner or petitioners. 


. Registered voters, spokesmen, counselors, or others not duly elected RTM members may speak for not 


more than five minutes. Permission to speak longer than five minutes may be granted by a majority vote of 
the RTM members. 


. When recognized by the Moderator, RTM members shall identify themselves by name and precinct 


number. Other speakers shall state their name and residence. 


. Allspeakers who may be spokesmen (retained, paid or otherwise) for any group or individual affected by 


the Article, must so state when identifying themselves. 


. CLOSING DEBATE (Moving the Question) 


a. Amotion to close debate may be made by an RTM member by gaining recognition from the Moderator as 


provided under Rule 2a. Such a motion is non-debatable, and the person making the motion must not 
precede his motion by any comment whatsoever, or the motion and the speaker shall be declared out of 
order and debate shall continue. Upon a properly made motion, the Moderator shall immediately call fora 
vote on the motion. 


b. A motion to close debate requires a two-thirds vote for passage. 


. METHOD OF TAKING VOTES 
_ Unless otherwise called for by the Representatives, and in keeping with provisions contained herein, the 


method of voting will be by voice vote, i.e., “Aye” or “No.” 


_ The Moderator’s call of a voice vote may be challenged immediately by no less than seven (7) Representa- 


tives, and such a challenge will result in a standing county by Tellers appointed and sworn in by the 
Moderator. 


_ The Moderator’s call of astanding vote may be challenged by no less than 20 Representatives and sucha 


challenge will result in a Roll Call vote, called by the Town Clerk. Representatives will respond to the Roll 
Call with “Aye” or “No” or “Abstain.” The Moderator will call the results of a Roll Call vote on the basis of 
those present and voting, assuming that a legal quorum is considered to exist. Representatives may not 
remain silent on a Roll Call Vote. A Motion will carry only when the “Aye” vote meets the quantitative 
requirements established either by the General Laws, or any established procedural rules (majority, 
two-thirds, four-fiths, etc.). There is no appeal of a Roll Call vote as called by the Moderator. 
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. METHOD OF TAKING VOTES (continued) 


_ Inthe event ofa tie vote, the Moderator will immediately order the vote taken again by Roll Call. Asecond 
tie will result in defeat of the motion and there will be no appeal. 
_ Prior to the taking of any vote, the meeting may demand either a Roll Call vote or a Secret Ballot vote in the 
following manner: 
ROLL CALL 
1. A properly made motion from the floor. 
2. Seconding by no less than 20 RTM members. 
3. Adoption by no less than a majority vote of RTM members. 
SECRET BALLOT 
1. A properly made motion from the floor. 
2. Seconding by no less than 20 RTM members. 
3. Adoption by a two-thirds vote of RTM members. 
Motions for either a Roll Call vote or Secret Ballot are not subject to debate, nor may such a motion be 
reconsidered. The votes on a Roll Call or Secret Ballot motion will be taken by the Moderator in any 
manner he sees fit and are subject to all applicable paragraphs (4a thru 4d) of the foregoing. 


. RECONSIDERATION 


The word “reconsideration” applies to a vote, not to an Article. The intention of a motion to reconsider, 
therefore, is to reverse a previously taken vote, regardless of reasons. The motion on which the vote was 
originally taken is exactly the same motion that will be before the house again if the motion to reconsider 
is carried. 

_ Reconsideration on any vote on any Article, or portion of an Article, if is has previously been divided, is 
permitted. 

. Amotion to reconsider, if defeated, may not be raised a second time. 

. Amotion to reconsider, if carried, may not be raised again unless the original vote is reversed. (Example: 
the original vote was in favor; the vote is reconsidered and the resulting vote is against; the vote against 
may once more be reconsidered.) 

. The motion to reconsider is not debatable. The mover must explain, in not more than one minute, why 
such a motion is being made, following which the vote will immediately be taken, assuming that the 
mover has made no statements requiring comment by Town Counsel or the Moderator. 

. Amotion to reconsider requires a two-thirds vote for passage. 


6. CONSIDERING ARTICLES OUT OF ORDER 


a. Consideration of salary changes under negotiations may be deferred until the conclusion of negotia- 
tions. 


. Upon motion of the Moderator, or any RTM member, Articles may be considered out of printed sequence 
only by a majority vote of the RTM. 
. Avote to change the order of consideration may not be reconsidered. 


7. NOTIFICATION OF FUTURE MEETINGS 


a. In conformity with the ACT establishing Representative Town Government in Walpole, Chapter 709 of 
the Acts of 1969, written notification of future meetings will be mailed to all RTM members, when 
practicable. 

. Notification of scheduled consecutive Town Meetings (falling on consecutive days) shall be stated on the 
written notice sent to RTM members prior to the first of such consecutive meetings. 


: Adjourned meetings two or more calendar days apart will require notification to RTM members, if not 
previously announced in writing. 


. RULES COMMITTEE 


a. A Standing Committee called the Rules Committee consisting of one (1) RTM member from each 
Precinct shall be elected at the first meeting (Spring Session) of the Annual Town Meeting. 
. Each Precinct shall have its caucus at its own convenience and will be prepared to offer a candidate for 


re-appointment or anew candidate. Upon receipt of a complete slate, the Moderator shall put their names 
to the RTM members. 
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9. RULE CHANGES 


a. All proposed changes in Rules will be referred to the Rules Committee which will consider them and 
make recommendations as the first order of business at the first meeting (Spring Session) of the Annual 
Town Meeting. 

b. Changes in these Rules, presented in accordance with (a) above shall become immediately effective 
upon a two-thirds vote of the RTM members present. 

c. Rules governing all other matters not specifically covered herein or by Rules later adopted, remain within 
the province of the Moderator to decide and to order. 

d. The Rules Committee shall consider all matters pertaining to the conduct of RTM meetings. 

1. When ordered by a majority of RTM members. 
2. When ordered by the Moderator. 
3. On their initiative. 


10. MODERATOR APPOINTED COMMITTEES 


a. Study Committees to be appointed by the Moderator require a two-thirds vote of the meeting so to order. 
11. ADJOURNMENT, TIME, DISSOLUTION, UNLESS OTHERWISE GOVERNED BY LAW 

a. Meetings (evening) will be adjourned at approximately 11:00 p.m. 

b. No new Articles will be considered after 11:00 p.m. 

c. Debate on Articles begun before 11:00 p.m. may continue if conclusion of such debate appears imminent 
to the Moderator. 

d. The Moderator shall request a motion for adjournment of the meeting at 11:00 p.m. if, in his opinion, the 
conclusion of debate is not imminent. 

e. Meetings may be adjourned at any time upon motion made and seconded and carried by a simple 
majority. Such motions shall carry a time and place stipulation for convening the subsequent meetings. 

f. No Town Meeting shall be dissolved without properly disposing of all Articles on the Warrant.
